AUTHORITY ON CULTIVATION

Article Should Be 


Carefully Read by All Persons 


Interested In New Industry.

The past weelc has been the only 


avorablo growing week of the season. 
On account of the very unfavorable 
rowing weather the sugar beets are 
>orhaps not as Inr advanced as at 
Ills time last year, altnoiigh tliey are 
showing a bettor stand and 
more 


lealthy growth than most any of tho 
other farm crops planted, corn espe- 
cially. On account of the very heavy 
and packing rain about the lotn or 
'2th of May, and alsoHne cold wcath- 
T following, n number of the early 
limited Holds had to be 
replanted. 


Che beets from these later plantings, 
lowcver.' are all up, with a good stand 
ind doing nicely. 


Reports up to Saturday night, June 


,1th, show a large part of tlio con- 
ractcd acreage already thinned out 
and doing nicely. A few remarks at 
lil» tlino regarding tho care-taking 
of tho crop may he of benellt to the 
>cet growers In general. 


By all means don't use the har- 


row at this stage of the growtli of tho 
icets. Don't worry about thu crust; 
ise tho cultivator. Keep the culllva- 
or moving; It will surprise you how 
niich better your stand will lie, and 
tow much faster tho heetsj will grow 
after even one cultivation. 


Start hunching as soon as you have 


a stand, don't wall for the beets to 
get (i Inches high before you begin; 


hln out immediately after.

ilng. In thinning leave n single beet 
every eight Inches apart. ;

Might Be Tyranny 


In the fourth place It would be a 


dangerous thing to vest In one man 


I ho well-nigh absolute powers con- 
'erred on tho olllclnl (log-catcher by 
this ordinance. 
If he wore a good 


man all might ho well, but If not, 
what tyranny and oppression might 
not bo suffered by n helpless people! 
And It was doubtful whether any real- 
ly good man would aspire to tho of- 
llce. 
Nor was It to bo considered 


liractlcable to enlist police jtlllchils 
In this delicate business requiring 
undeviating devotion and singleness 
>f purpose. 
Hut even so—vicious 


logs would ittlll run nt large, the lie- 
ense tag being no certificate of char- 
acter. 
If there were vicious dogs 


in the city they should be extermiii- 
iileil nnd that was the whole noluthm 
i)f the problem in a nutshell. Lastly, 
the man in charge of the pouiul would 
handle much of the city's money. No- 
where in the ordinance was there a 
provision for a bond. 


Alderman Schwartz Replies 


To the last objection of the former 


acting mayor Alderman Schwartz, the 
father of tho measure,, replied.
